ONCE again, a unit of engineers from the Dutch Royal Army 
has commenced military exercises in the Caribbean regions 
of Curaçao and Aruba. These exercises, under the banner 
of ‘Caribbean Engineer,’ began on September 25th and are 
slated to run for four weeks. 


The unit in question, known as Battalion 101 of Engineers, 
comprises military personnel with diverse engineering exper- 
tise, specializing in construction. During their deployment, 
these engineers will undertake a program that involves both 


military training and active construction tasks for various 
departments, including the Ministry of Defense. 


Under the guidance of Carmabi (Caribbean Research and 
Management of Biodiversity), construction experts will 
initiate work on a wooden observation tower within the Shete 
Boca nature reserve in Curaçao. Additionally, in the San 
Willibrordus nature area (Curaçao), they will install a wash- 
room facility and construct a road leading to a new flamingo 
observation tower, which is yet to be built. Furthermore, 
they will engage in construction projects for the Ministry of 
Defense itself. In Wacawa (Curaçao) and at the Savaneta 
Marine Barracks (Aruba), the engineers will improve roads 
and commence the construction of a sleeping quarters 
building with offices. 


Training in Challenging Climatic Conditions 
For the Dutch unit, military exercises in Aruba and Curaçao 
hold significant value. The climatic conditions in the Dutch 
Caribbean region offer a unique training ground compared 
to many mission areas. Therefore, these exercises provide 
the military personnel with the opportunity to train under 
similar conditions. The unit comprises approximately 90 
soldiers who will be accommodated and deployed across 
the two islands. For construction activities, they will trans- 
port 30 construction vehicles and 20 containers on a ship 
to Curaçao. This equipment has already arrived at the port 
of Curaçao. The ‘Caribbean Engineer’ exercise is set to 
continue until October 19th. 


These exercises not only contribute to the readiness and 
capabilities of the Dutch Royal Army but also facilitate the 
enhancement of infrastructure and conservation efforts in 
the picturesque Dutch Caribbean region.

Aruba Celebrates World Tourism Day 
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VENEZUELAN asylum seekers in the United States have 
received a lifeline in the form of temporary protected status 
(TPS), granting them legal permission to reside and work in 
the country. This extension, announced by the Department 
of Homeland Security, is set to benefit nearly half a million 
Venezuelan nationals. 


Previously, the cutoff date for TPS eligibility was 8 March 
2021, but this has now been extended to include those who 
arrived in the US by the end of July. 


Department officials estimate that approximately 472,000 
Venezuelans will gain eligibility for these temporary permis- 
sions. Meanwhile, the United Nations reports that over 7.3 
million people have fled Venezuela in recent years due to the 
ongoing political and economic crisis. 
Many of these individuals cross the US-Mexico border and 
seek asylum, landing in cities where resources are stretched 
thin. Despite their presence in the US, they often lack permis- 
sion to work and have limited community connections. 


For individuals like Gerardo Godoy, who fled Venezuela due 
to political persecution, the prospect of a work permit is a ray 
of hope after a challenging journey. Godoy, a former police 
officer, explained that he left Venezuela when he faced an 
ethical dilemma: using force against protesters demanding 
higher wages. Refusing to engage in violence, he lost his job 
and subsequently sought asylum in the US. 


However, his journey has been fraught with difficulties as he 
lacked the necessary work documentation, leading to rejec- 
tions in his job search. Nevertheless, he remains determined 
to support his family back in Venezuela, including his wife 
and 12-year-old son. 
The Department of Homeland Security also recently 
announced the extension of TPS to asylum seekers from 
Afghanistan. 


These decisions come after pressure from Democrats, who 
have been urging for additional funding for housing and 
measures to expedite work authorization for new migrants. 
However, immigration groups argue that there are many 
others from countries facing political instability, violence, 
and natural disasters who also need refuge in the US. 


While the TPS extension will provide legal work authoriza- 
tion, challenges such as language barriers and a lack of 
affordable housing persist, making self-sufficiency a diffi- 
cult goal to attain. 


For individuals like Godoy, the path ahead is filled with 
uncertainties. The backlog of asylum applications remains 
substantial, and court dates are often scheduled years in 
advance. 
Despite these challenges, individuals like Godoy are deter- 
mined to seize the opportunity to work, supporting their 
families and building new lives in the United States. 


Venezuelans in the US Find Hope 
in Temporary Protected Status 
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IN a significant development for the maritime industry, 
approximately a quarter million crew members working 
on over ten thousand ships worldwide will see their wages 
increase by at least six percent in the coming years. This 
change comes as a result of an agreement reached between 
the International Transport Workers’ Federation (ITF), 
representing international transport workers, and maritime 
employers. 


The agreement was forged during negotiations held in Berlin 
between the international union and a coalition of employer 
organizations. According to the parties involved, these new 
arrangements for seafarers constitute the largest collective 
labor agreement (CLA) in the world, with major shipping 
companies from countries such as Japan, South Korea, and 
Taiwan participating. 


The Origins of the CLA 
This CLA was established two decades ago to protect the 
rights and interests of crew members working on what are 
known as “flag of convenience” ships. These vessels sail 
under the flag of a country different from their origin, often 
chosen by shipping companies to gain tax advantages or 
evade stringent labor regulations. 


Historically, concerns over these practices led to boycotts of 
such ships by dockworkers in Rotterdam starting in 1957. 
These actions aimed to pressure international shipping 
companies that employed the “flag of convenience” strategy 


into negotiating with the ITF for improved labor conditions 
for ship crews. 


Monitoring and Addressing Abuses 
The ITF currently employs 135 inspectors worldwide to ensure 
that agreements are upheld. Niek Stam, a board member 
of FNV Havens who participated in the Berlin negotiations, 
acknowledges that violations still occur: “Unfortunately, we 
still encounter abuses from time to time, often related to 
unpaid wages. When we communicate these issues to the 
shipping company, they are typically resolved promptly. 
However, in some cases, arbitration may be required.” 


Beyond Wage Increases 
In addition to the wage hike, the new agreement encom- 
passes provisions related to onboard safety, combating 
discrimination, and the integration of modern technology. 
This includes the adoption of alternative fuels, reflecting 
the industry’s commitment to sustainability and embracing 
innovative solutions. 


The ITF and maritime employers, along with the seafarers 
themselves, view this agreement as a significant step forward 
in ensuring fair and just working conditions for those who 
dedicate their lives to the sea. With the collective bargaining 
agreement set to benefit a quarter million individuals navi- 
gating the world’s oceans, it represents a landmark achieve- 
ment in the realm of labor rights and the global maritime 
industry. 
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New Global Collective Bargaining 
Agreement for a Quarter Million Seafarers 
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IN a significant move aimed at combating Illegal, Unreported, 
and Unregulated (IUU) fishing, the European Commission 
has officially designated the Republic of Trinidad and Tobago 
as a non-cooperating country, giving it a ‘red card.’ 


This decision is a result of the EU’s IUU Regulation, which 
outlines a framework for cooperation with nations to address 
IUU fishing and ensure that only legally sourced fisheries 
products can enter the EU market. 


The action follows a history of insufficient progress in 
addressing serious issues previously outlined in a pre-iden- 
tification decision made in April 2016. Despite EU support, 
including assistance related to the revision of their legal 
framework and enhanced monitoring and control, Trinidad 
and Tobago failed to meet the requirements set forth in IUU 
legislation. 


One of the critical areas of concern is Trinidad and Tobago’s 
failure to establish an adequate legal framework to regu- 
late both its national fishing fleet’s activities in waters under 
national jurisdiction and those of foreign fishing vessels in 
its ports. 


Additional concerns involve the lack of effective control over 
national and foreign fishing fleets operating in the coun- 
try’s waters, as well as inadequate measures to prevent and 
cease IUU fishing activities. 


The European Commission will continue its dialogue with 
Trinidad and Tobago’s authorities to address these identi- 
fied shortcomings. Following this identification procedure, 
the Commission has proposed to the Council to formally list 
Trinidad and Tobago as a non-cooperating country under 
Article 33 of the IUU Regulation. 


The EU’s commitment to combating IUU fishing is a vital 
component of its contributions to the 2030 Agenda for 
Sustainable Development. It aligns with Goal 14, which 
aims to end IUU fishing and promote the sustainable use 
of marine resources. The Commission’s unwavering stance 
against IUU fishing is in line with the European Green Deal 
and the EU Biodiversity Strategy. 


IUU fishing poses a severe threat to the sustainable manage- 
ment of aquatic resources, undermining the foundations of 
the Common Fisheries Policy and international efforts to 
enhance ocean governance. It also endangers the marine 
environment, fish stocks, and biodiversity. 


By adopting a zero-tolerance approach to IUU fishing, the 
Commission is working towards the European Green Deal’s 
goals and the 2030 Agenda for Sustainable Development, 
striving to preserve and sustainably utilize oceans, seas, 
and marine resources. 


The economic impact of IUU fishing is substantial, with a 
global estimated value of 10-20 billion euros annually. An 
alarming 11 to 26 million tons of fish are illicitly caught each 
year, accounting for at least 15% of global catches. 
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Trinidad and Tobago Identified as Non-Cooperating 
Country in the Fight Against Illegal Fishing 
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SUBWAY, the well-known restaurant chain, has under- 
gone a change in ownership. In an announcement made on 
August 24, 2023, Subway revealed that it has been acquired 
by Roark Capital, a company based in Atlanta, Georgia. This 
significant development marks a new chapter for Subway, 
as it joins the portfolio of Roark Capital, which already owns 
other popular brands such as Arby’s, Dunkin’, Buffalo Wild 
Wings, Sonic Drive-In, and Jimmy John’s. 


Roark Capital, a private equity firm with assets totaling 
$37 billion under its management, specializes in invest- 
ments within the consumer and business service sectors. 
They have a particular focus on franchise and franchise-like 
businesses, which aligns with Subway’s model. Subway’s 
decision to join forces with Roark Capital reflects their stra- 
tegic vision for long-term growth and the recognition of the 
substantial value associated with the Subway brand and its 
global network of franchisees. 


John Chidsey, CEO of Subway, expressed optimism about the 
future of the brand under Roark’s ownership, emphasizing 
Subway’s commitment to a mutually beneficial approach 
for franchisees, customers, and employees. With nearly 
37,000 restaurants spanning over 100 countries, Subway 
has established itself as a prominent player in the quick- 
service restaurant industry since its founding in 1965 by 
Fred DeLuca and Peter Buck. 


While the exact purchase price was not disclosed in the 
initial announcement, the Wall Street Journal reported that 
the deal is estimated to be valued at approximately $9.6 
billion. Subway’s transition to Roark Capital marks a signif- 
icant milestone in its ongoing transformation journey and 
opens up opportunities for collaboration and growth within 
its new ownership structure.

“That’s 
the reality of it. I’m not fabricating this. I won’t reveal any 
names, but those who were watching likely know who I’m 
referring to.” 
This revelation raises several questions about the level 


of collaboration and information sharing in the world of 
college football. While it’s not uncommon for coaching staff 
to exchange insights and strategies, the extent to which 
Oregon reportedly received external help is surprising. 


Deion Sanders and his Colorado team, coming off an impres- 
sive start to the season, were expected to put up a strong 
fight against Oregon. However, the Ducks’ decisive victory 
has led to speculation about the role this alleged outside 
assistance played in the outcome of the game. 
The college football community and fans are now eagerly 
awaiting any official statements or responses from Oregon, 
Deion Sanders, or the coaching fraternity mentioned by 
Keyshawn Johnson. If these claims are substantiated, they 
could potentially lead to discussions about ethics and 
sportsmanship in collegiate athletics.
